Tho Supreme Court today handed 
state and local officials first re­ 
sponsibility for finding ways to end 
all racial 
segregation in public 
schools “ as soon as practicable.’* 
The court fixed no deadline and 
ordered no specific national pro­ 
cedure for the historic and delicate 
task. 
But it directed federal district 
courts to see that the process 
starts prom ptly and continues with 
reasonable 
speed, 
giving 
full 
weight to varying local conditions 
and obstacles. 
Reaction to the unanim ous rul­ 
ing was alm ost startlingly diverse. 
Southern foes of racially mixed 
schools said the decision m eant an 
almost indefinite delay in integra­ 
tion. Negro leaders said the de­ 
cision paves the way for largely 
wiping out segregation by 1956. 
So both sides generally found 
satisfaction in the ruling—because 
of m iles-apart 
interpretations to 
its effects. 
One result could be a m ultitude 
of new court tests on whether local 
officials are carrying out the gen­ 
eral principles laid down by the 
high tribunal. 
Both Negro leaders and some 
Southern officials spoke of county- 
by-county legal 
action

The long - awaited decision dealt 
with how best to im plem ent the 
high court s unanimous ruling of 
j almost exactly one year ago that 
i racial segregation in public schools 
is unconstitutional.

It put all the emphasis* on local 
action to m eet local problem s, re­ 
fusing requests by Negro attor­ 
neys for a clear-cut decree to end 
all school segregation by Septem ­ 
ber, 1956, at the latest.

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Land At Last! 


W ednesday Morning, June I, 1955 
News And People 
Marked His Life 


A long and effective career as a newspaperman 
and civic leader has come to an end with the death 
of Rudolph Nickel. 
The dean of newspapermen in Allegany County, 
Mr. Nickel for some 40 years was correspondent and 
Frostburg office manager for the old Cumberland 
Daily News and its successor, The Cumberland News. 
He worked at his job with a diligence and respon- 
sibility that were not dimmed with the passing of 
time and won the respect of all those thousands of 
people with whom he came in contact in his daily 
task of collecting and writing the news. 
But Rudy Nickers responsibilities did not end 
with being a newspaperman. He was keenly interest­ 
ed in the welfare of his community, his county and 


his country. 
He served his country in Europe during World 
War I and on his return to Frostburg helped organize 
and became first commander of the American Legion 
post there. 
Mr. Nickel also was elected to the House of 
Delegates from Allegany County, at one time being 
minority floor leader, and either supported or spon­ 
sored legislation beneficial to the Frostburg State 
Normal School, a new charter for Frostburg and 
other measures of importance to Allegany County. 
He was tremendously interested in woman's suffrage 
and espoused that cause with vigor until after it be­ 
came law. 
Some years ago Mr. Nickel was secretary and 
responsible in great measure for the success of the 
Frostburg centennial and homecoming celebration. 
He was active in civic and fraternal organizations, was 
a director of the Fidelity Savings Bank of Frostburg 
and in recent years worked hard at revitalizing the 
Frostburg Memorial Park where he was buried yes­ 
terday. 
We recite all of this to give some insight to the 
widespread interests that marked Mr. Nickel s life. 
He was eulogized at his funeral yesterday as a 
man who can be characterized by the words, “news 
and people.” He was pointed to as a Christian news­ 
man who chronicled by his life the greatest news, the 
news that Christ lives. 
Nothing finer could be said about him.

As Safe As The Bank 


LONDON—There are no laws governing banking in 
Great B ritain. There is not a single act defining what a 
bank is or what it should do or how it should be operated. 
British banks do a world-wide banking business without 
anything like our Federal Reserve System or our state 
banking laws. The Bank of England is chartered to do 
certain specific things and a few of the older banks have 
charters which give them privileges but place no particu­ 
lar restrictions upon them. The Bank of England issues 
the nation s currency. 


There are no banking department* with hordes of 
inspectors to go over everybody* account# to ace that 
the bank la properly managed. 
No authority exists 
which can prevent a person from heading a banking 
firm. There are no little people prying into big affairs 
which are too enormous for their im agination. There 
are no office-w eary counsel to banking departments 
who badger bank m anagers to conform to their small 
Ideas as in our country. 
Here it is all done on the 
basis of a kind of cooperative confidence. 
Besides, if 
a man m akes good he might get a title which is worth 
more than money. 


So I asked what do they do if a bans gets shaky. I 
was told that they would hear about it in the Bank of 
England or in the Treasury and that sound men would 
get together to straighten things out. 
The bank would 
undoubtedly be rescued, if it could be. and there would 
be a change of m anagem ent. But it would all be volun­ 
tary without force, without inspection, without a horde 
of bureaucrats. 
It is the sam e with a business firm . 
The controls 
which we, in the United States, feel are absolutely neces­ 
sary to keep m en honest, do not exist here at all. The 
British, in that sense, avoid weakening their dem ocratic 
processes by passing so much legislation that freedom is 
forgotten. 
The rule here seems to be that anyone can 
think of a new law but is it necessary? And if there is 
no necessity for it, the law is not passed. 


I asked what would happen if a bank fell into the 
hands of a crook, and the answer w as that if a man 
were really a crook he would have to show his hand 
and after that there would be nothing for him to do 
but to get out. 


About 74 per cent of the world s gold supply is mined 
in countries within the British Commonwealth, principally 
South Africa. Therefore, the gold m arket is now an open 
one in London, although the Gold Exchange is little more 
than a com m ittee meeting. 
N evertheless, it is an open 
m arket and gold is dealt in. The United States, with the 
largest hoard of gold in all the world, still does not perm it 
trading in gold, It is hoarded at Fort Knox. 


No one here seriously advocates, however, the 
return to the gold standard. 
It would be altogether 
Impossible unless the United States returned to the 
gold standard first and there is no sign of that. 
In 
such a m atter the british would have to follow us. 
N evertheless they have stabilized the pound down to 
the New York-London cross-rate of $2.80 to the pound 
and it stays there with no fluctuation. It is not likely 
that the position of the pound will im prove or that 
any effort will be made to improve it. Nobody is in 
a hurry about that. 


It is easier to understand the attitude of the British 
toward international affairs when one realizes that they 
have a voluntary but cooperative society. A business man 
pursues his own judgm ent with fewer restrictions here 
than in the United States. 
It is for this reason that so 
many Britishers believe that ultim ately American firms 
will organize an increasing number of British companies 
through which to operate their export trade. They have 
groups of businesses here that operate together and some 
of our American-owned British companies m ay find ways 
of doing business that way. As one rides on the roads, a 
great many American-owned m anufacturing plants are 
passed which already make their goods in England, not 
only for British consumption but for world trade. 
It is 
believed here that this trend will not only continue but 
will be accelerated as world trade becomes more free.

Five Years Of Stability May Lie Ahead Of England 


LONDON — England has settled 
down to what it hopes will be five 
years of stability and progress. 
The general election, which has 
given the Conservative party a 
com fortable m ajority 
in 
P arlia­ 
m ent, reflected a basic desire for 
continuity. There was no appreci­ 
able amount of protest against the 
party in power, and the opposition 
didn’t offer anything 
attractive. 
So the people gave the Conserva­ 
tive party an increased m ajority— 
something that no party in power 
has achieved in 90 years. 
American political leaders can 
derive a good deal of guidance 
from a study of the British election 
results. For it is a rare thing also 
in America when a party in power 
increases its strength in a subse­ 
quent presidential election. 
Deadlock Broken 
W hat has been a virtual dead­ 
lock between the two m ajor parties 
in Britain has been broken. The 
Conservatives actually polled near­ 
ly a million more votes than the 
Socialists did 
Though 
the total 
vote of the nation fell off from 82 6 
per cent in 1951 to 76 82 per cent 
thia time, the Socialists suffered 
the heavier defections. There was 
a definite switch in the voting—or 
rather a "sw ing.” as they call it 
here. Donald M cLachlan. political 
com m entator for the London Daily 
Telegraph, says: 
"A fter the ordeal by television 
and radio, the word 
‘swing’ 
is 
branded in our minds. No longer 
shall we watch the neck-and-neck 
struggle of parties or do quick 
sum s with the totals. We shall look 
out for percentages of voters who 
have changed their minds since the 
last election—the one thing that 
official results do not give us. We 
are all swingsters now. Indeed, as 
m ore of us realize that two persons 
in a hundred, by changing their

minds, can topple governm ents, we 
may take our politics m ore serious­ 
ly.” 
This has a fam iliar ring because 
in America we are constantly hear­ 
ing about the "independent’’ vote 
and how it can shift from party 
to party and change the outcome 
of the entire election. In the British 
election 
last 
week, 
there 
were 
m any Socialist m em bers elected 
by m ajorities of less than a thou­ 
sand votes, and m any m ore dis­ 
tricts by what m ust be considered 
narrow m argins. 
It 
m eans that 


there was a trend tow ard the Con­ 
servatives which was revealed not 
only in reduced Socialist majorities 
but in substantially increased Con­ 
servative m ajorities. T here is no 
question about it—the m argin of 
59 seats by which the Conserva­ 
tives won does not tell the whole 
story of the basic shift toward con­ 
servatism which appeared through­ 
out the country. The large stay-at- 
home vote was to some extent, too. 
a m easure of the acquiescence of 
the electorate in the policies of the 
Conservative governm ent.

Polls Here Accurate 
The Gallup polls which forecast 
the result were rem arkably accu­ 
rate—within one per cent, which

as was experienced here last week. 
gives the scientific polling method 
a great deal of prestige. There 
was the usual criticism that polls 
produce apathy or that they stimu­ 
late a desire “ to get on the band­ 
w agon.” But the newspapers print­ 
ed them just the sam e, and the 
politicians showed worry or plea­

Some of the Con­ 
servatives were glad they didn t 
get a 
top-heavy m ajority which 
could sta rt feuds Inside their party.

showed no inclination toward "left 
wing’’ Socialists, some of whom 
had a hard time getting re-elected 
in districts normally safe for So­ 
cialist Labor candidates. The Com­ 
m unists got very few votes and 
elected nobody. The "left wing’’ 
Socialists have an idea they can 
make more progress now as a 
minority and can force the other 
wing of the party to come to them. 
Undoubtedly a struggle for leader­ 
ship has begun already in the So­ 
cialist Labor party ranks. 
As long as Britain stays on a 
sound economic basis and taxes 
are gradually reduced, there is 
little likelihood that the 
parlia­ 
m entary life of the Conservative 
party will be endangered in the 
next five years.

Moles are common and usually 
are harm less. They come in differ­ 
ent sizes, shapes, and textures and 
are found chiefly on face, neck, and 
back.

lesions get larger as the child 
grows and. after a few years, tend 
to rem ain stationary. 
Moles are m ade up of em bryo­ 
logical cells that contain melanin, 
a brownish pigment.

varies from tan to bluish-black. 
Some sprout a hair or two.

m ented moles usually are called 
birthm arks or. m ore technically, 
nevi. 
How dangerous are moles?

very, considering the billions that 
are present on people throughout 
the world and the relatively small 
percentage that become m alignant.

To make it appear that the gov­ 
ernm ent was at fault, not the ship­ 
owners, Brown erased 
he w arn­ 
ing "explosive” which the Govern­ 
ment had stamped on the ship’s 
papers. 
Questioned in court. Brown ad­ 
mitted that he 
had 
made 
the 
change himself. Later when the 
case went to the Court of Appeals, 
Brown and his associated attorneys 
filed a brief accusing the Govern­ 
ment of "slick, glittering, surface 
shiny generalities. . . . extrava­ 
gant falsifications, m isstatem ents, 
and distortions . . . . sickening 
omissions, 
sneering 
reflections, 
weasling and sham .” 
"The U.S. Government,” claim ­ 
ed Brown and associates, "in an 
atm osphere of cool, cynical m ock­ 
ery of safety and the preservation 
of life and lim b . . . . had reserv­ 
ed the fight, in its discretion, to 
negligently kill and maim its citi­ 
zens or destroy their property with 
im punity.” 
The Court of Appeals, incensed 
at this accusation, issued an order 
expunging the inflammatory lan­ 
guage from the record, it aiso de­ 
cided against Brown, ruling that 
the U.S. Governm ent had 
taken 
adequate precautions 
in 
loading 
and packing the nitrate.

On Juvenile Delinquency

NEW YORK, May 31 UNS* — 
Slowly but surely the blame for 
the 
whole 
juvenile 
delinquency 
problem is coming right back to 
its distressing source: the break­ 
down of discipline in the Am erican 
family. Divorce, separation, m oth­ 
ers who must or insist on working, 
and the slow decline of the im port­ 
ance of the father in the household 
have all combined to bring about 
a situation that some sociologists 
now regard as more of a m enace 
to the U.S. than communism. 
Big gam e 
photographer 
Lewis 
Cotlaw is ask«*d in the current is­ 
sue of Sports Illustrated what gives 
him his biggest fright. He replied 
that while he is fairly at ease with 
m urderous Mau Maus, a charging 
rhinocerous or a wounded lion, he 
gets quite terrified if he must walk 
through Central Park, in the heart 
of New 
York 
City, after 
dark. 
T hat’s perhaps an extrem e case, 
but I know dozens of New Yorkers 
who feel about the same. At least 
it illuminates the inability of m ost 
big city police forces to cope with 
the rising tide of juvenile mobs. 
Rocky Graziano, who once was 
the prototype of the -outhful juve­ 
nile crim inal, and who has since 
become a fine husband, father and 
citizen, dram atized the position of 
the parent in juvenile delinquency 
recently when 
he 
recommended 
that parents of young crim inals be 
given heavy fines and suspended 
jail 
sentences. 
Rocky's 
words, 
phrased in the slanguage of the 
lower E ast Side, inspired a num ­ 
ber of lofty editorials. There was 
agreem ent on all sides, editorially, 
but no law-making body has come 
forward to nod in assent. 
Judge Sam Leibowitz. who has 
had to send so many of them to 
piison. has commented recently on 
the astonishing drop in the age of 
crim inals who appear before him. 
A generation ago an accomplished 
burglar or braw ler — or m urderer 
— would most always be a hard­ 
ened man in his forties or fifties. 
Today, the judge comments, the 
age is closer to 16 


The Princeton Research Service, 
one of the better polls, took up 
this problem recently in New York 
State and cam e to the conclusion 
that the m atter could be helped by 
four steps: better recreational and 
social activities of children after 
school 
hours; 
stricter 
parents; 
more knowledge on the part of 
parents as to ju st where their 
children are spending their tim e 
outside the house; and more home 
activities on the part of parents 
and children. 
I was supnsed at one part of tho 
Princton poll. Very few people who 
were questioned by the reporters 
mentioned anything about the need 
for more religious training and 
greater church and synagogue at­ 
tendance.
